“I’ve been exposed to. this 
field through my internship, 
so it’s super attractive to me.” 

Besides providing her the 
opportunity to work in real- 
life situations involving the 
things she learns in her 
classes, her major has also 
allowed her the opportunity 
to travel abroad in order to 
complete a project. 

The project is an intersec- 
tion between STEM and so- 
ciety, she said, which means 
you go to a specific site to 
complete a task using your 
expertise. 

“I applied to the Moscow pro- 
ject center, and I’ll be traveling

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there with a group of around 15 
students,” said Johnston. 
Their project that they’ll 


‘be working on is helping to 


set up insurance systems for 
Russian farmers. 

Something that she’s looking 
forward to when she gets to 
Moscow in late August is meet- 
ing with the students at the 
Moscow financial university. 

“They’re such great peo- 
ple,” she shared. 

She’s met these students 
only on the Internet and not 
yet in person. 

While she didn’t know any 
Russian before the end of 
this past school year, John- 
ston’s been learning a little 
bit at a time. 

“T actually just wrapped up 
a summer course that started 
right when I got out,” she 
noted. “It was a basic culture, 
history, and language class, 


which was very helpful.” 

She’s also listening to CDs 
on her commute and using 
the app duolingo to help on 
the side. 

This will not only be her 
first time studying abroad 
but also her first time out of 
the country. 

“T’m excited to go and soak 
up as much as I can,” she 
continued. “I personally am 
not worried.” 

She has met some concern, 
mostly from her mom, but 
nothing that discouraged 
her from going. 

Johnston is_ perfectly 
aware of the issue to which a 
lot of people jump.when they 
hear about her trip. 

“We as a group have been 
prepared to answer questions 
like these, and we’ve been 
told by our project director 
who’s from Russia. Obvious- 


ly what’s going on between 
governments is not what’s 
going on between people in 
the streets,” she said. “We’ve 
talked to people who’ve gone 
before, and they’ve had noth- 
ing but positive experiences.” 

Plus, she has the combined 
advice of all of the people in 
her life to help. 

“People have said, ‘be 
careful, ‘don’t travel alone, 
‘you’re in a country where 
you don’t speak the lan- 
guage.” But I’ve heard that 
chances are that people will 
speak English.” 

Between her project direc- 
tor, the students she already 
knows in Moscow, and those 
she’s traveling with, she has 
plenty of people to trust 
around her when she gets 
there. 

As for how exactly her seven 
weeks in Moscow will be 
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spent, she’s sure that there 
will be more than enougli for 
her and her team of mur- 
ance-system installers to do. 

“During the week, we’ll be 
doing 40 hours at the Proj- 
ect. On the weekends /is 
when we get to travel,” she 
noted. “We do planned trips 
as a group. We get to travel 
to some of the histori¢ towns 
around Moscow. Russia’s a 
huge place, so we’re always 
staying in some part of it.” 

One trip that she’s particu- 
larly excited about : is; ‘St. 
Petersburg. 

“We'll take an vaanaht 
train to get there which I 
think is pretty awesomé.” 

Johnston will be returning 
from Moscow in the middle 
of October with plenty ‘of 
experience and knowledge in 
her favorite subject that'she 
couldn’t get anywhere else.

WCTYV news and notes ~

Back in the spring, WCTV 
conducted a survey of the 
community to assess where 
we stand and how people are 
watching television. Over 
the next month or so, I'm 
going to share some of what 
we found. The information 
will help shape future. deci- 
sions and strategies. 

First of all, thanks for the 
amazing response! More 
than 200 of you filled out the 
survey. We handed out gift 
cards to two lucky winners 
who were drawn at random: 
Deb Comeau and Bernard 
Lyon. 

Some of the results: 43 per- 
cent of you are watching 
WCTV on television at least 
once a month; 35 percent are 
watching WCTV online at 
least once a month. These 
numbers are great, but 
there’s also room to grow. 

One of the big reasons peo- 
ple don't watch WCTV is 
because they don't know 
what's on and when. That's 
long been a challenge for us. 


Schedules are posted on our 
website, but if you're just 
scanning the program guide 
on your television, you only 
see "Local Programming" 
on WCTV 24 hours a day. 

There's an effort underway 
at the State House to change 
that, because we know how 
important that feature is. In 
fact, our survey found that 
55 percent of you use that on 
screen guide as your num- 
ber one tool in deciding 
what to watch. 

We also asked about DVR 
and OnDemand habits. 
Among people who have a 
HD cable subscription: 64 
percent are watching pro- 
grams via DVR at least 
weekly; 51 percent are 
watching programs OnDe- 
mand at least weekly. 

These numbers reflect 
changing patterns in how we 
watch television. Viewers 
(including me) don't watch 
many things as_ they're 
scheduled, unless it's a live 
event (or a hit HBO show 
that airs on Sunday nights). 
Most of us are recording our 
favorite shows and watching 


them at our convenience. 

What does this mean for 
WCTV? We're working on 
some tools and tutorials that 
will make it easier for you to 
DVR programs on WCTYV. I'll 
also note that while we don't 
have programs through the 
cable companies' OnDemand 
sections, all of our programs 
are available OnDemand 
through our website. 

The definition of how peo- 
ple "watch TV" is changing. 
We'll be evaluating those 
viewer habits going forward 
to make sure we're reaching 
as many of you as possible. 
And if you tune in to 
Comcast channels 9, 22 or 
99, or Verizon channel 37, 38 
and 39, you'll find we are 
still there! With all sorts of 
new content coming in all 
the time!

_ How. could I write so many

‘Most people know my mo- 


ther, as Nosey Nancy and her 


column in the good old Wil- 
smington Town Crier newspa- 
per,.but I have a list of things 
I would like to say, starting 
when I was a little boy living 
at.99.Church St. next to the 
old Methodist Church in the 
small country town of Wil- 
ington, Mass. 

* Some of my earliest memo- 
Sestwith my mother are my 
fondest memories. 

- Trvemember standing beside 
‘my ‘mother during a church 
service next door. She was so 
tall and beautiful and myste- 
rious as she wore a fancy hat 
-and. veil (a church custom 
“back then) over her face. I 
remember feeling as if I was 
-withsome type of angelic 
“being as we sang an old time 
hynin. The light was shining 
.down and past my mother to 
“my eyes as they filled up with 
tears at such a sight of this 
loyely person that I loved so 
deeply. 

In the summer, sometimes 
omy mother would drop a 
“bunch of us kids off at the pub- 
‘lic: beach side of Silver Lake to 
“swim, while she would do the 

“grocery shopping at Steven’s 
Market, across the lake. On 
occasion my mother would 
come’in for a swim. Oh, what 
a great time we had as we 
clung to my mother’s back as 
she swam in shallow water. We 
Jearned how to swim this way, 
just like some of the sea crea- 
tures do. She always wore a 
shower cap in those days and 
was*a very powerful swimmer, 
from being on the swim team 
at Simmons College where she 
had graduated from. 

During those days, my par- 
ents had a Real Estate office 
hitched to the house, as well 
as a Satellite office on Lowell 
Street. The office on Lowell 
Street was a tiny building 
(although it seemed gigantic 
to me,back then) that was up 
mear the highway and is now 
ja-tieket sales place. One of 
our early chores was to pick 
sup; the litter around that 
building and wash the — to 
me— huge windows. 
+1 ehuckle when I drive by 
there,because that place is so 
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tiny. I used to sit beside my 
mother’s desk as she proof 
read and typed manuscripts 
for certain writers in town. I 
was always amazed at her 
skill with the typewriter as I 
listened to the. typewriter 
“clacking” away at a rapid 
pace, while I swung my legs 
back and forth rapidly to the 
rhythm. 

Another memory I have is 
an old truck pulling up in 
front of our house. It was full 
of kids and all types of furni- 
ture and household items, 
and, maybe even a goat. The 
man came to the door with 
his hat in his hand and asked 
my mother (in broken Eng- 
lish) if she could find him a 
house for his family. I will 
never forget that my mother 
went out and hopped up into 
the truck and sat beside the 
man’s wife and they all drove 
off to find, I presume, a 
house. It was just like a scene 
in an old movie. 

My mother could find a 
house for anyone and also 
find them financing at one of 
the local banks. She was so 
personable that those “big 
banker” guys always gave fi- 
nancing to any of “Nancy’s” 
customers. 

After my parents separat- 
ed, we moved away for a 
short time. We moved back to 
another part of town. At this 
time my mother wore many 
“hats!” She was a single 
mother of 10 kids, a church 
secretary, and a real estate 
broker in the old railroad 
depot, in the center of town. 

She purchased that depot 
and started a company called 
Depot Real Estate. Here was 
another place where we were 
encouraged to pick up the 
never ending litter that 
seemed to appear over night 
all the time. This was prior to 
Big Joe purchasing the build- 
ing from my mother to set up 
his famous “ Joe’s Subs.” 

My mother was also a Scho- 
lastic Book saleswoman. On 
occasion I would get to travel 
with her to book fairs. and 
help her carry and set up her 
displays in school gymnasi- 
ums. I loved those times with 
her as one on one time with 
her was very scarce as you 
might imagine. 

Nancy was also elected to 
the School Committee at one 
time, as well as spending 
time as the President of the 
PTA. She had great confi- 
dence in a good education. 
Somehow, she made sure all 
of us six boys and four girls 
made it through high school 
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A ‘Nosey’ Nancy Clark 


and graduated. She sent my 
oldest brother Doug to Essex 
Agricultural School, my 
brother Chuck was on a 
work study program, some 
of us guys were shipped off 
to private school, and my 
youngest brother went over 
to Shawsheen Tech. She was 
always trying to find a good 
fit for each kid to ensure that 
all of them graduated. 

My mother was one of the 
greatest givers I have ever 
known. At any time — anyone 
— could enter her office or 
our home and find a giving 
project going. And of course 
you, would be invited to par- 
ticipate. 

I distinctly remember ga- 
thering and packing great 
amounts of paperback books 
to ship off to military men on 
certain aircraft carriers. Or, 
writing cards and notes to 
men and women from town 
that were stationed through- 
out the world. She was also a 
great advocate for Native 
American kids that lived on 
reservations throughout the 
country. She would knit hats 
and mittens, as well as re- 
cruit many of her friends 
and associates to participate 
in this great needed work of 
kindness. 

I have met many thankful 
people who were in the mili- 
tary during the Vietnam War 
who had received a letter or a 
card from my mother. I guess 
you never know how much a 
simple act of kindness like 
sending a note can encourage 
someone. I personally enjoy 
writing an encouraging note 
to friends and relatives some- 
times, even today.

She was an encourager, 
cheerleader, and a leader by 
example. On occasion she 
would give me “a kick in the 
butt” and tell me to “hitch up 
my boot straps” and get go- 
ing. She was always saying

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Buzzell’s story of 
Peavey’s protected Pig)

How would anyone con- 
jure up a story like “The 
Case of the Mortgaged 
Pig?” It would probably 
take a Yale lawyer with a 
sharp wit. Such a man was 
Philip B. Buzzell. 

The tale concerns Jona- 
than Blanchard, a country 
lawyer who came to the 
aid of Lem Peavey. Simeon 
Gudgell had loaned Peavey 
$150. The poor fellow had 
repaid the loan, with inter- 
est, but the shyster was de- 
manding a $50 bonus, writ- 
ten into the contract. 

Blanchard managed to 
see through the moves the 
shyster had used. Peavey 
had only one asset, a fine 
pig, and one animal would 
be exempt from seizure. 
But just before the case 
was to go to court, Gudgell 
had a friend give Peavey a 
runt piglet, making the 
large pig subject to seizure. 

In court, Blanchard even 
allowed the debt. But when 
it came to settlement, he 
cited a case that sent the 
judge to his bookcase. 

Blanchard, as his fee, had 
taken a mortgage on the 
runt piglet. Therefore, Pea- 
vey only owned one pig, 
and it was exempt. Gudgell 
had won the case but lost 
the pig. 

The short story was pub- 
lished in Yankee magazine 
and in a treasury of New 
England short stories pub- 
lished by Yankee in 1972. 

Mr. Buzzell served as Wil- 
mington’s town counsel 
and moderator for decades. 
He was one of the founders 
of the town’s first Boy 
Scout troop. He served on 
the Board of Library Trus- 
tees for about 50 years. 

Philip Buzzell was born 
in Wilmington Square in 
1892. His father was Dr. 
Daniel Buzzell, the beloved 
town doctor. His mother, 
Mary Louisa White, was a 
talented artist and writer 
with roots in the Harnden 
family. She designed a 
house where they lived and 
in which Dr. Buzzell prac-

ticed. It later became the 
Cavanaugh funeral home. 

He and his friend Nor- 
man Buck could have 
attended Dartmouth Col- 
lege. However, the Dart- 
mouth catalog cost 25 
cents, while the catalog of 
Yale was free. They gradu- 
ated from Yale in 1913, and 
Philip continued on to Yale 
Law School, while Buck 
pursued an academic ca- 
reer, eventually becoming 
the provost of Yale. 

On graduation, Buzzell 
received a letter of recom- 
mendation to the Boston 
law firm of Hemenway & 
Barnes. The letter was 
signed by William Howard 
Taft, dean of Yale Law and 
the only man who ever 
served as both president of 
the United States and 
Chief Justice. 

Buzzell stayed with that 
firm for more than 60 years, 
highly respected in the Bos- 
ton legal community. 

One of his colleagues 
said, “When Philip Buzzell 
talks, judges listen.” 

He was known for his 
ability to cite case law 
without notes. 

In spite of what one may 
see on television, most law 
work is as dry as dust. But 
Philip Buzzell was a man 
of wit.

BOSTON — State health 
officials responding to a for- 
mer patient’s complaint 
have determined that one 
employee of Tewksbury Hos- 
pital, one of four hospitals 
operated by the Department 
of Public Health, may have 
inappropriately accessed 
multiple patient medical 
records from 2003 to 2017.

planned for future phases. 
These digital devices are 
expected to help make board- 
ing more efficient, provide 
more detailed passenger data 
and allow conductors to 
accept credit cards as pay- 
ment. Conductors will contin- 
ue to collect payment on- 
board, but these new systems 
will encourage passengers to 
buy before they board. 

In a recent survey, only two- 
thirds of passengers said 
their fare was collected or 
passes were checked “all the 
time.” This concern is one of 
the most common complaints 
by regular passengers who 
pay for their ticket and want 
to ensure everyone purchases 
an appropriate ticket. Today 
tickets are checked onboard 
by conductors with an outdat- 
ed punch-card system. 

When coach cars are 
crowded with passengers in 
the aisles it can be difficult 
to greet and verify tickets 
for all riders. Estimates by 
KCS and the MBTA suggest 
that up to $24 million in 
uncollected fare could be 
recovered through a ticket- 
checking modernization ini- 
tiative and other tactics.

degree angle to Route 38, 
and” we’re also slightly 
realigning Cross Street so 
that they both line up bet- 
ter,” said Green  Inter- 
national representative Paul 
Milewski about the Main 
Street/Cross Street/Butters 
Row intersection. 

This intersection would go 
from a level of service F to a 
level of service C in both the 
morning and afternoon after 
all-of the proposed changes. 

On the realignment of Old 
Main Street, Milewski said, 
“Looking at the northern 
end, what we’re doing is 
realigning Old Main Street 
to come into Route 38 at 
more of a 90 degree perpen- 
dicular angle, which helps 
improve sight lines when 
someone is taking a turn 
onto Route 38 so they don’t 
have to turn their neck so 


much.” 

The signal phasing at the 
intersection of Routes 38 and 
62 will be upgraded. 

“It currently operates 
under split phasing, which 
means that left turns cannot 
be made at the same time,” 
explained Milewski. 

The proposal is to make it 
possible for left turns to hap- 
pen concurrently, and 
though the intersection 
would still operate at a level 
of service F, it would lead to 
up to a 60 percent reduction 
in traffic delays. 

Signal timing coordination 
improvements at the inter- 
section of Routes 38 and 129 
are predicted to result in the 
intersection operating at a 
level of service B in the 
morning (from a current 
level of service C), but it will 
remain a level of service C 
in the afternoon. 

This project will also have 
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a myriad of improvements 
that will impact pedestrians, 
including Americans with 
Disabilities Act (ADA) 
accommodations for wheel- 
chair users, crosswalks at 
Yentile Farm south to the 
Dog Park, sidewalks being 
installed on the east side of 
Main Street that will go to 
Cross Street, and sidewalks 
on the west side of Main 
Street between Triple Nickel 
Auto Body and the Woburn 
town line. 

Next steps for the project 
are considering the feedback 
garnered from this meeting, 
meeting with MassDOT re- 
garding impacts to railroad 
right of way, finalizing the 25 
percent design for MassDOT, 
the Metropolitan Planning 
Organization (MPO) assign- 
ing a Transportation Im- 
provement Program (TIP) 
year, and having the final 
design funded by MassDOT.

ton town line to the intersec- 
tion of South Street. The esti- 
mated cost of the project is 
$350,000 and the construction 
is expected to be completed 
by the end of this month.” 
Board of Selectman Chair 
Mark Kratman, along with 
Town Manager Richard 
Montuori and the entire leg- 
islative delegation, including 
the Board of Selectmen, 
worked quickly with town 
engineers and the DPW to 
apply for funding in May, 
requesting residual FY17 
funds. and demonstrating 
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how the project dovetails 
with additional roadwork 
planned for 2019 and 2021. 

Governor Baker praised 
Tewksbury town officials 
including the Town Manager, 
noting that he “appreciated 
the response” and “the need 
was clearly outlined and 
made the approval process 
easier.” 

Governor Baker joined Ac- 
ting Highway Administrator 
Jonathan Gulliver and Mass- 
DOT officials at Muster Park 
in South Tewksbury, next to 
the South Tewksbury Fire 
Station where the roadway 
resurfacing portion of the 
project is about to begin. The 
Baker-Polito Administration 
is investing over $250 million 
in Fiscal Year 2017 on 90 
roadway and bridge projects 
impacting 61 local cities and 
towns in Northeast Massa- 
chusetts. 

Some of the improvements 
during the project will in- 
clude complete streets- en- 
hancements which include 
bicycle lanes, signaling and 
crosswalks to make road 
accessible for drivers, walk- 
ers and cyclists. 

The governor noted he is 
“a big fan of paving,” and 
recognizes the importance 
these roadwork initiatives 
will have for residents and 
businesses, connecting the 
community and improving 
safety.

Couple to 
finally ride 
together

The morning of August 14, 
2016, began like any other 
. Sunday morning for John 
~ Stadtman and his family, as 
John, along with his wife 
Sue and sons Jack and 
Matthew got ready for 
church. John was probably 
a little bummed out because 
his goal of riding in the Pan 
Mass Challenge for the 
fourth time had been taken 
away from him after he had 
collapsed and injured his 
shoulder when he suffered a 
seizure a couple of weeks 
prior. But, having recently 
turned 40 years old and pre- 
sumably in good health, 
overall he was in good spir- 

its. 

Such good spirits in fact, 
that ‘as he prepared for 
_ church he walked into his 
‘son’s room to give him a 
high five as he had done 
‘ many times before.. Except 
this’ time something went 
- wrong, terribly wrong. 
- When he started the motion 
to give the high five, his 
body was. not able to physi- 
cally make the motion and 
his words became slurred. 

Sue, after being alerted by 
her son, immediately called 
911. and moments later John 
and Sue were in an ambu- 
lance and on the way to the 
emergency room. Several 
hours later Sue and John 
heard the words they dread- 
ed-when doctors told them 
they: had found a mass next 
_téd-John’s brain, and he 
~ would have to undergo sur- 
: gery to have it removed. 

On August 24, John under- 
: went the surgery and doc- 
- tors-at Brigham & Women’s 
- Hospital removed a nearly 
+ baseball sized tumor from 
: the left side of his head that 
‘ -was pressing up against his 
: brain. The good news for 
‘ John and Sue was that the 
- tumor was benign. It wasn’t 
just’ good news actually, it 
was the greatest news possi- 
ble. - The bad news was that 
there was still a long road to 
reeovery for John, one that 
would require countless 
hours of hard work not just 
’ for him, but for Sue and the 
rest of his family. 

The.road to recovery was 
indeed a long and difficult 
one, but thanks to the unre- 
lenting efforts of John and 
Sue and their two sons, 
along with Sue’s parents and 
other family members, John 
was able to make a full 
récovery. : 

He has much such a great 
recovery, that amazingly, 
less than one year since his 
brain. surgery, John will 
once again be at the starting 
line at next weekend’s Pan 
Mass Challenge, riding in 
the 25-mile trek from 
Wellesley to Patriot Place, 
finally making that long 
awaited fourth appearance 
in the event. 

Something has changed for 
this .year’s ride however, as 
lining up alongside John at 
the ‘starting line this time 
around for the first time will 
be Sue, who will competing 
in her first ever Pan Mass 
Challenge. 

In the days leading up to 

- this year’s ride John and 
‘ Sue, of Tewksbury, reflected 
back on what this past year 
has been like for them. 

“T remember it was just a 

regular Sunday at our house, 


when all of a sudden our son 
came running to me and told 
me what had happened to 
John,” Sue said. “I thought 
John was having a stroke. 
To see him go through that 
was just awful. I had to call 
911 for the first time in my 
life. It was just a very scary 
situation. 

“At the time of the surgery 
we didn’t know if John would 
have any impairments after- 
ward, but everybody at 
Brigham and Women’s was 
incredible. To hear the 
words from the surgeon that 
the tumor was benign was 
such a relief. We knew we 
had a long way to go, but it 
was good to know that it was 
not cancer.” 

For John, the past year 
has brought challenges that 
he never could have imag- 
ined. 

“It’s been kind of upside 
down,” John said. “I was 
just on the brink of my 40th 
birthday (he turned 40 on 
August 8, 2016), and of 
course I wasn’t thinking of 
anything like that, and all of 
a sudden I was knocked 
down to. the ground and the 
next thing I knew I was on 
the operating table." 

John showed remarkable 
courage throughout his 
ordeal, but the moments 
leading up to his surgery 
proved to be too much even 
for him to take. 

“As I was getting wheeled 
in at Brigham and Women’s 
I looked over and saw the 
word ‘Craniotomy’ and I just 
completely lost it,” John 
said. It’s not something you 
ever want to go through. It 
has been a hell of a journey 
since then.” 

And it is a journey that 
John knows he could not 
have completed without Sue. 
The couple has always been 
each other’s rock of support, 
but during John’s road to 
recovery Sue took that to an 
entirely new level. 

“Sue has been with me the 
whole way,” John said. 
“Without her, I would not be 
here. I would have made it 
without her and her family. 
She just did everything for 
me. I had to learn how to 
walk all over again. I had to 
sleep on a recliner for the 
first two months I was home

on riding in last year’s event but was diagnosed with a brain tumor a week before the event. 


He has since fully recovered and is ready for the three-day journey. 


because I couldn’t sleep-on 
anything flat, so she would 
sleep on the floor next to me 
on a blowup mattress just to 
make sure I wouldn’t fall. 

“She also became the driv- 
er of the family, because for 
six months after.you have a 
seizure you are not allowed 
to drive in Massachusetts. 
So she had to drive not just 
me, but also our kids every- 
where. Her family has also 
been more than willing to 
help us out.. She is one of 
five in her family and they 
are an amazing support 
group. She comes from such 
a great family.” 

It will be a member of 
John’s own family that will 
be in his heart for Sunday’s 
race. While Sunday will cer- 
tainly have special meaning 
for John and Sue after what 
they have been through the 
past year, John originally 
began riding to honor his 
grandfather Al, who lost his 
battle with prostate cancer 
back in 2011. 

“He was just always there 
for me, and he always 
believed in me. I just want- 
ed to do something for him,” 
John said. “He was the elec- 


trician in the family and was 
the one who always encour- 
aged me to work with my 
hands. I spent a lot of time 
when I was younger working 
with him as an apprentice, 
and he was one of the rea- 
sons I studied engineering. 
He never complained about 
anything, even though he 
must have been in tremen- 
dous pain.” 

Also making the ride even 
more special this year will 
be having Sue by his side. 
John began training for his 
year’s race back in May, and 
shortly thereafter sue made 
the decision to join him, 
making an already special 
event in his life even more 
meaningful. 

“It’s amazing to have her 
riding with me. You would 
think she would be sick of 
me by now,” John joked. 
“She has been by my side 
the whole time, so to have 
her riding with me is really 
amazing.” 

Unlike John, Sue does not 
have much of a history rid- 
ing a bike, but that did not 
stop her from committing to 
the cause this year. 

“I have never been a 
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cyclist, I never really want- 
ed to do it,” Sue said. "I 
have done the Jimmy Fund 
walk for years, but I always 
left the cycling to John. 
This year I saw a commer- 
cial for the PMC and I just 
told John I was going to do it 
with him. We have been 
through so much already, it 
will be great to do this. The 
training is tough sometimes, 
but it’s a great workout and 
I am happy to do it, and it is 
nice to do it together.” 

The Pan-Mass Challenge 
raises more money for char- 
ity than any other single 
athletic fundraising event in 
the country. The PMC pio- 
neered the $4 billion athletic 
fundraising industry, and 
donates 100 percent of every 
rider-raised dollar directly 
to adult and pediatric can- 
cer care and research at 
Dana-Farber Cancer 
Institute.

Tewksbury resident has paid his dues 


Walsh named head hockey coach at SNHU |

You have to admit, being 
the head coach of a college 
hockey team looks like a 
pretty cool job. You get to 
stand behind the bench, giv- 
ing orders to finely tuned 
athletes, making decisions 
that can make or break your 
team at a moment’s notice. 
And it looks pretty easy too, 
doesn’t it? Just send out a 
few lines of your best play- 
ers and watch them work 
their magic, right? 

Well, not exactly. The real- 
ity is that coaching a team 
at the collegiate level 
requires a tremendous 
amount of hard work and 
dedication, including years 
and years of learning the 
game and paying your dues 
before getting your chance. 

Tewksbury native Sean 
Walsh knows all about those 
years of working hard and 
paying his dues. He knows it 
better than ‘most anybody 
actually, but this winter all 
of those years and hours of 
hard work will finally pay 
off. for the 2002 Tewksbury 
High graduate, as he was 
recently named the new 
head men’s hockey coach at 
his alma mater, Southern 
New Hampshire University, 
taking over for Ken 
Hutchins, who resigned at 
the end of last season. 

Walsh officially took over 
the position on July 10, 
becoming the sixth head 
coach in program history. 
Walsh; a talented forward 
for the Redmen’s 2001 
Merrimack Valley 
Championship team under 
Bob Ware, is thrilled to take 
over the reins at his alma 
mater, but he knows there is 
plenty of work ahead. 

“T am very excited about it. 
In some ways I am very 
familiar with the place hav- 
ing graduated from there, 
but from my time going 
there to now, the campus is 
night and day. It is com- 
pletely different,” Walsh 
said. “I am at the point now 
where the newness is wear- 
ing off and there are just a

lot of things to catch up on. 
“The position was open for 
three months so there are a 
lot of things to catch up on. I 
have reached out to all the 
returning players and many 
of the freshmen, making 
sure they are coming back. 
I am trying to get familiar 
with everybody. I have only 
met a couple of players, but 
I hope to meet more soon.” 
Certainly administrators at 
SNHU are ecstatic to add 
Walsh to the school’s coach- 


ing staff. 
"During the — search 
process, the name Sean 


Walsh kept coming up as a 
bright, up-and-coming, 
coach. When the search 
committee had Sean on 
campus we were immediate- 
ly impressed with his pas- 
sion and energy," said 
Associate Athletics Director 
and search committee chair 
Tom Wilkins on the school’s 
website. "Sean is well-known 
in the hockey community as 
a hard-working recruiter 
with a strong knowledge of 
the game, and I'm excited to 
see the new direction the 
program will take under 
Sean's leadership. The com- 
mittee was comprehensive 
in its efforts to identify the 
right candidate and I appre- 
ciate the hard work the 
search committee put in." 

Added Director of Athletics 
and Recreation Anthony 
Fallacaro, "Sean comes 
highly-recommended from 
some of the most respected 
and successful hockey 
coaches in the country, and 
we believe he is the right 
person to fulfill the mission 
and vision of both the 
University and our depart- 
ment. I am confident Sean 
can instill a new foundation 
for our hockey program that 
begins with the basics of all 
great programs: dedication 
in the classroom, a commit- 
ment to campus citizenship 
and community service, 
while always striving to 
achieve excellence on the 
ice. 

“We expect great things 
from our hockey program, 
and I believe in Sean's 


understanding that our cul- 
ture off the ice will be the 
foundation for our success 
on the ice. We are not just 
creating a team for next 
year or the year after, but 
rather a program that can 
endure time and be some- 
thing our administration, 
campus, fans and alumni 
can be proud of." 

Walsh began his coaching 
career while still attending 
SNHU, working as an 
instructor at SuperSkills 
Hockey in Tewksbury from 
2003-2007, before branching 
out to get his first full time 
assistant coaching job at 
Adrian College in Adrian, 
Michigan for the 2007-2008 
season, before spending two 
seasons (2008-2010) at 
Lawrence University in 
Appleton, Wisconsin. 

How did a local kid like 
Walsh end up in Adrian, 
Michigan, and then 
Appleton, Wisconsin? 

“T wanted to get into coach- 
ing in the worst way. I got 
the itch from Super Skills 
and I really loved it. I could- 
n’t get a job around here, so 
I went on a website for the 
American College Hockey 
Association and I would 
apply for anything under the 
sun,” Walsh said. “I put in 
an application to Adrian 
College. I had never been to 
Michigan, so I accepted the 
job completely blind and 
drove out there and worked 
for coach Michael Buchan. I 
had a great first experience 
working with him. 

“After that first year, he 
went back to Green Bay for 
a coaching job, and he 
hooked me up in Wisconsin 
with a coaching job.” 

It’s no surprise that Walsh 
took to coaching the way a 
fish takes to water. It was 
after all in his blood, and he 
also benefited from some 
great coaching during his 
playing career. 

“My dad [Kevin] was 
coaching before I was even 
born, and my grandfather 
[Gene] was on the board at 
Tewksbury High School, 'so I 
definitely have that back- 
ground,” Walsh said. “I

don’t know if it was that or if 
it was just that I had some 
great luck to have some 
great coaches while I was 
playing. To this day I feel 
like Bob Ware is the best 
coach I have ever had. I 
have taken a lot of things 
from him that I still use 
today.” 

Walsh was the recruiting 
coordinator at both of those 
jobs and his dedication to 
his craft eventually caught 
the eye of a local colleague, 
when during the 2010 season 
he attended the Junior 
College Showcase and had 
several conversations with 
UMass Boston coach Pete 
Belisle, impressing him with 
not only his work ethic, but 
his knowledge of the game. 

“I kept seeing this guy in a 
Lawrence University jacket. 
He was just everywhere,” 
Belisle, who still coaches at 
UMass Boston, said. “I was 
telling people, hey this kid is 
a hard worker. And then I 
heard his story about how he 
had been moving around a 
lot, and he told me how he 
wanted to get back in the 
area, so I told him to give 
me a call at the end of the 
year if he was looking for a 
job.” 

Walsh did just that, con- 
tacting Belisle at the end of 
the season, expressing his 
interest in joining the 
Beacons staff, even taking a 
pay cut just so he could 
move closer to home. 

“T didn’t really need anoth- 
er coach at the time, but I 
brought him on and he did a 
great job,” Belisle said. 
“The following year, one of 
our other assistants left and 
he moved up, and he has just 
established himself more 
and more since he has been 
here.” 

Under Belisle’s direction, 
with Walsh at his side over- 
seeing recruiting, develop- 
ment of defensemen and 
goaltenders and day-to-day 
operations, the Beacons 
posted seven consecutive 
winning seasons, and an 
overall record of 151-53-16, 
including their first ever 
NCAA Division 3 Frozen 
Four, as well as its first New 
England Hockey Conference 
regular season and tourna- 
ment titles since 1982. 

It’s no surprise then, that 
Belisle is very confident that 
Walsh can get the job done 
as the new head man at 
SNHU. 

“When we were working 
together we were like an old 
married couple,” Belisle 
laughed. “We knew exactly 
what the other was thinking. 
In every facet of the pro- 
gram, from recruiting to 
coaching he was my right 
hand man and I am just so 
happy for him. 

“I really. think the stars 
really aligned for him to go 
back to his alma mater, and 
be the head hockey coach. I 
think they have hit a home 
run with him.” 

Walsh knew it would not be 
easy to achieve his goal of 
someday being a _ head 
coach, which was probably 
why he was willing to do 
whatever it took to get there, 
including working long 
hours for very little money 
early on and actually for 
most of his career. 

“I have worked for ten 
years as a college hockey 
assistant and up until the 
past couple of years, I have 
no idea how I did it. I did 


what a lot of people are not 
willing to do. I knew if I was 
going to get into the profes- 
sion I was going to have to 
live in poverty for a while. 
These jobs just don’t open 
up, and you have to wait for 
your opportunity,” Walsh 
said. “I worked very hard 
with recruiting and every- 
thing like that, and it opened 
some doors for me to have a 
great opportunity like this. I 
am very grateful for the 
opportunity and it is great to 
go toa place where I have 
some familiarity.” 

And now that he has the 
opportunity, Walsh intends 
to make the most of it. 
While the Penmen finished 
under .500 last season under 
the direction of Hutchins 
with a record of 13-14, and 8- 
14-4 the year before, Walsh is 
confident that he and the 
Penmen can start making 
strides towards rebuilding 
the program. 

“If you look at their season 
last year, before Christmas 
they were 10-3, and then they 
came back from Christmas 
break and just really had a 
tough time. We have some 
guys coming back who have 
had really good years in the 
past. I feel like we have a 
really good group of return- 
ing players and just as good 
a group of incoming fresh- 
men,” Walsh said. “Jared 
Goudreau could be a Player 
of the Year Candidate. He 
had ten goals as a freshman. 
And our starting goalie, 
Ryan Slatky, had a .925 save 
percentage. Hopefully a new 
voice and some new blood is 
something the whole team 
will respond to. It might 
take a little time to adjust, 
but I think this group has a 
good chance to do well this 
year and beyond.” 

As Walsh knows firsthand, 
great players will help you

discovers her love of running

WILMINGTON - York, 
Nebraska, best known for 
York College and _ the 
Nebraska Correctional 
Center for Women, Vienna, 
Austria, a bustling Eastern 
European city and tourism 
center, and Wilmington, 
Massachusetts, a quiet, 
friendly community have lit- 
tle, if anything, in common 
internet 


research. 

Wikipedia, it seems, has 
yet to discover Jessica 
Weber. 

The Wilmington resident 
grew up in Nebraska, stud- 
ied for a time in Austria, and 
has run across the world, 
figuratively, in one form or 
another for more than two 
decades. 

Weber, who has a great 
sense of humor, pointed out 
that while the European 
running experience was 
interesting, it was not quite 
the front page news one 
might expect. 

“While I was studying 
abroad as a foreign 
exchange student at the age 
of sixteen, I ran sprints and 
hurdles in Vienna, Austria,” 
she recounted. “But it wasn’t 
because I was an interna- 
tional sensation. They just 
needed runners.” 

Weber, 40, got her start as a 
runner in middle school, 
competing for the York, 
Nebraska track team. She 
participated in a wide range 
of events, mixing it up with 
sprints, middle distance 
medleys, and the technical- 
ly-challenging hurdle events. 
She didn’t give much 
thought to continuing her 
running ventures beyond 
high school but as a first 
year student at Waltham’s 
Bentley University, she was 
approached by the track 
coach. Before long, Weber 
was wearing Bentley black- 
and-blue and competing in 
many of the same events 
she’d grown accustomed to 
during her high school 
years. While she enjoyed col- 
lege-level competition, she 
hung up her racing flats 
after freshman year and 
moved on to other pursuits. 
Later still, life caught up 
with Weber. 

“After college, I took a 
break from running com- 
pletely,” she recalled. “I’d 
jump into a 5K here and 
there with friends but other 
than that, I didn’t run much 
at all through my twenties 
and thirties. I got married, 
had kids, worked full-time, 
and didn’t. do much of any- 
thing for myself.” 

Weber’s sedentary situa- 
tion would end, however, 
when she received a tele- 
phone call from 1500-miles 
away. The long distance call, 


‘from a best friend back in 


Nebraska, would reignite the 
running flame in Weber, and 
then some. 

“My friend, also a mother, 
told me she’d run a half- 
marathon,” said Weber, who 
is currently a self-employed 
software consultant.

The two women dove into 
the task of developing; and 
executing a five-month 
training program to prepare 
for the Boston Runh-to- 
Remember. Across the air- 
waves, from York, Nebraska 
to Wilmington, 
Massachusetts, they trained 
together virtually and ulti- 
mately met with success in 
May, 2012. 

Weber has completed , a 
half-dozen half marathons in 
the last five years and ,cur- 
rently holds a_ personal 
record at 1:54.
